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FOREWORD 


Several States, including Uttar Pradesh, have been publishing village statistics 
by districts at each census. In 1941 they were published in U. P. under the title “District 
Census Statistics” with a separate volume for each district. In the 1951 census, when the 
tabulation has been more elaborate than ever in view of the requirements of the country, 
the district-wise volume has been expanded into a “District Census Handbook ”, 
which now contains the District Census Tables (furnishing data with break-up for census 
tracts within the district), the District Index of Non-agricultural Occupations, agricul¬ 
tural statistics from 1901-03 to 1950-51 and other miscellaneous statistics in addition 
to the usual village population statistics. The village population statistics also are given 
in an elaborate form giving the division of the population among eight livelihood classes 
and other details. 

3. It may be added here that a separate set of district-wise volumes giving only 
population figures of rural areas by villages and of urban areas by wards and mohallas 
and entitled “District Population Statistics” has already been published. This separate 
series was necessitated by the urgent requirements of the U, P. Government for elections 
to local bodies. The printing of the District Census Handbooks involves colossal 
work and is bound to take some time.

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INTRODUCTION 

A— The District 

1. The district of Aligarh lies in the upper Doab of the Ganga and Yamuna. It is 
bounded by these two rivers for short distances only, the former separating the district from 
Budaun for a few miles in the extreme north-east, just as it takes its great bed to the east, 
while the latter constitutes the dividing line for a similar distance in the north-west between 
Aligarh and the Gurgaon district of the Punjab. To the north the boundary is purely 
conventional and is formed by the Anupshahr and Khurja tehsils of Bulandshahr district. 
On the west and south-west the district marches with the Mat and Sadabad tehsils of Mathura ; 
while to the south-east and east lie the Jalesar, Etah and Kasganj tehsils of the Etah district. 
The district has a total area of 1,940 square miles. Its population in 1951 was 15’ 44 lakhs. 
It has 6 tehsils, 14 parganas and 18 thanas. 

2. Viewed as a whole, the district is a plain of remarkable fertility, sloping gently 
from the north to south or south-east. The level surface is varied by several depressions- 
formed by the river valleys and natural drainage lines, while the elevations consist merely 
of slight ridges of sand which initially appear to have been due to fluvial action, though in 
their present state the conformation of the ground results in large measure from the action 
of the strong westerly winds. The conformation of the ground is very similar to that of the 
Doab as a whole, Erom the low hhadar or valley of the Ganga the level rises sharply to the 
high sandy uplands which crown the old flood bank of the river and then descends inland 
gradually to a depression drained by the Nim and Chhoiya beyond which it rises again to 
the bank of Kali naii. The latter cuts off the Atrauli tehsil from the rest of the district and 
this sub-division may be fairly considered as a miniature example of the entire Doab. A 
cross section of the rest of the district presents much the same feature. Along the right 
bank of Kali naii is another sandy belt, rising from the low and narrow hhadar of that 
stream ; and this is followed by a fertile belt of loam soil which sinks gradually into the 
broad central depression. The latter traverses the entire district in a south-easterly 
direction roughly parallel to the course of the Ganga. Entering the north of the Aligarh 
tehsil it passes through that sub-division into Sikandi'a Rao occupying practically all but the 
south-western corner of tehsil and eventually passing into Etah. This tract is characterized 
by a clay soil, imperfect natural drainage, and numerous jhils in which the surface water 
collects without finding an adequate outlet. In consequence of the resultant saturation 
the fertility of the country is marked by frequent stretches of barren usar and the exudation 
of salts in the form of reh. Beyond this depression the surface rises once more into a level 
plain of lighter but richer soil, assuming a sandy character in the west of the district. In 
the north-west the general characteristics of the Doab are maintained. The south-west of 
the district presents somewhat remarkable features. It is light soiled and distinctly sandy 
tract of a very homogeneous type. The general slope of the district is extremely regular. 

3. The soils of the district are much the same in composition and appearance as those 

of the Doab as a whole. By far the most common soil is loam, and to this sC' veral names 
are applied according to the proportion of sand present. The good consistent loam known 
a^B matiar preponderates in every tehsil and occupies about 57 per cent, of the total area. 
FiHor, so called from its yeUow colour, being a light sandy soil takes up about 18 per cent,, 
a much higher proportion^being found in Khair and Iglas than elsewhere. Heavy clay or 
cMknot is found in depressions, particularly in the broad belt of lowland which runs through 
the district from north-west to south-east. It covers more than 4 per cent, of the whole 
area and quite a large share in this amount lies in Sikandra Eao tehsil. varying in 

quality from a sandy loam to pure sand, comprises 4 per cent, of the whole area and is most 
common in Iglas, Khair and Atrauli. This name is also given to the hard gritty soil found 
near ravines. The hhadar soils are confined to the Atrauli and-Khair tehsils, though a 
certain amount lies in Aligarh and Sikandra Rao along the coiirse of Kali nadi* 

4. The figu^ of the classification of area during the last fifty years are given in Tabl^

From the above it will appear that of the total area recorded as cultivable waste, only 
51- 4 per cent, was really capable of being brought under immediate cultivation after some 
improvements. 

Thus the land area cultivated and cultivable including current fallow p?.r tupito works 
out to 80- 9 cents of which 65 T* cents have already been brought under cultivation and 
only 2 " 2 eents can be further brought under the plough , after some improvements. 
It is obvious that the saturation point for cultivation has already been reached in the district. 

5. The average rainfall for the last quinquennium was about 29’99 inches. During 

the last 50 years the rainfall has been less than ^ inches in only one year and has been 
usually over 24 inches. 

The district has dry climate very similar to that of the Doah as a whole. The cold 
weather lasts longer than in the eastern districts. The district during the hot weather 
experiences the full force of the westerly winds which blow with increasing force till the near 
approach of the rains. As a rule light showers may be expected during the cold weather, 
while in the hottest months cyclonic storms from the north-west occasionally extend their 
influence ag'fiw as this district and are of material service in cooling the atmosphere. 

6. Irrigation is derived from wells, rivers, tanks, lakes and other sources. In 1960-51 

irrigaf^ area from weUs covered 51-1 per cent., by canals 47- 6 per cent, and by other

This district though 25th in order of area stands lltli in the State in respect of popula¬ 
tion. The density of district is above the State average. It is 792 per scpiare mile while 
the average density of the State is 557 only. It has been somewhat inflated by the presence 
of large towns. The rural densitj^ of the district is 668 per scpiare mile, the dcaisity of the 
rural parts of tehsils being : Atrauli 732, Hathras 731, Iglas 663, Khair 574, Ivoil 607, and 
Sikandra Bao 634. It is, however, clear from the above table that people in the district 
are not distributed among the different tehsils in any kind of orderly proportion to the land 
area. Khair telisil has a relatively lower density on account of the Khadar area of the 
Yamuna which it includes. {Vide Tables A-I & E) ^ 

2. The population in the district in 1951 was 28* 5 percent, higher than what it 
was fifty yeaiAs ago. Comj)ared to this the increase in the population of the State during 
the corresponding j)eriod lias been 30 per cent. The table below exhibits tlie variation in 
the total, rural and urban population for the last live decades:

A noteworthy feature is that between 1901 and 1921 the j)opulation of the district 
recorded a decrease of 11* 6 per cent, whereas that of the State clecreased by 4* 0 per cent, 
only. During 1901—11, the greater part of the district suffered severely from the epidemic 
of naato and also from plague. The town suffered more severely. During 1911—21 

the loss is accounted for by the influenza epidemic of 1918-19. Abnormal deaths did not 
occur or were prevented from occurring in the post-1921 period and the population of the 
district recorded an increase of 45* 4 per cent, since 1921 which is well aboAm tlie increase 
of 35* 5 per cent, in the population of the State during the same period.

There are large omissions in the registration of births as well as deaths and so the above 
rates do not represent the true picture at all. They may, however, bo taken roughly to bc^ 
indicative of trends. Both birth and death-rates have fallen during the last dccacle. 

The figures of natural increase and growth-rate suggest considerable loss of |)r)j)ulation 
on the balance of migration during 1921—30, an insignificant loss during 1931—10 and 
quite a large gain during 1941—50.

As in the rest of the State, ^Tever’^ is responsible for a majority of deaths. Bub fovor 
covers a number of ailments which the reporters are unable to identify. Small-pox, olxolera 
and plague appear to have lost their intensity in the district. [VuU Table I, Part III 
of this Volume) 

4. About 87* 3 per cent, of the people enumerated in the district at the census of 1951 
were born there, 11* 3 per cent, were born in other districts of the State, 0-8 per cent, were 
born in other parts of India and only 0* 6 per cent, came from other countries. Of the 
immigrants from the districts of the State as many as 170,042 (males 26,785, females 143,256) 
are from other districts of the same natural division and only 4,854 (males 2,617, females 
2,237) are from other parts of the State. The sex-proportion of migrants suggests that most 
of the migration from the neighbouring district is marriage migration. Of 10,022 immigrants 
from the adjacent States 3,745 (males 1,560, females 2,185) ate from. Punjab and 3,415 
(males 1,232, females 2,183) are from Rajasthan. Some of this migration is also rdarriage 
migration. The movement to the city of Aligarh from Punjab (males 726, females 496), 
'r arppears to be of the ^emi-permahent type and nearly in half the number of W

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Of the inimigraiits who have come from territories beyond India 9,222 persons 
(males 5,007, females 4,215) were born in Pakistan and 263 persons (males 192, females 71) 
had their birth-place in other territories. The Pakistan-born are the displaced persons who 
numbered 9,880 in the district. Of the immigrants born in other territories 154 (males 125, 
females 29 ) are jSTepal-born. 

Of the 24 non-Indian nationals, 5 belong to Nepal, 7 are Africans, 4 are Americans and 
fhe rest are from other countries.

6. It may be examined whether this shortage has been compensated b 3 - an increase 
the yield per acre. Increase in yield can be brought about by more double cropping, 
more irrigation, better fertilization and better culture. The average (quinquennial) area 
sown more than once was 245,761 acres in 1921. It decreased to 224,746 acres in 1931. 
There was a further decrease to 212,400 acres in 1941. But in 1951 there was an increase 
fo 250,042 acres. The figures of double crop cultivation per capita in cents are given below ;

Cultivation of cotton and indigo has very much deoliac(.l. In 1901-02 tlio arca uiulor 
cotton crop was 94,357 acres ; in 1950-51 it was only 10,698 acres. Li. 1901-03 the area 
under indigo was 27,165 acres while in 1960-51 it was only 69 acres. Tho area under 
sugarcane has increased. It was 40,131 acres in 1950-51 against 6,337 acro,y in 1991-03. 

Live-stock 9. Live-.stook in this country live for a large part of the year on by-prodaots of agri- 

plougks and carts supplemented by green fodder crop.s. They have, therefore, to bo eo-rolatod not 

only with the grazing available but also with the total area under cultivation which oarrioa 
a major portion of the burden of supporting the cattle population. 

As wHl appear from Table 3 of Pai't HI the total number of cattle and buffaloo.s has 
been rising smee 1930 and now the figure .stands at 6* 8 lakhs. 

The number of working cattle and bulfaloes in the district has been slightly hioroasiug 
smee 1935. The figure was about 1' 6 lakhs in 1935 and 2' 0 lakhs in 1951. This numbor 
of working cattle appears to be governed by the number of ploughs and carts. Tho iiutn- 
ber of ploughs has gone up from O' 83 lakhs in 1944 to a little over 0*99 lakhs in 1961 duo 
to apparently progressive fractioualizatiou of holding,s. The number of carts .started ris- 
mg smeo 1930 and stands now at over 23,000. The average net cultivated area per plough 
works out to 9' 9 acres in 1951 as against IT 9 acres in 1920 and the average not cultivated 
area per i)air of working cattle works out to 9'7 acres in 1951 as compared to 11' 3 acres 
in 1935. 

Breeding cows and she-buffaloes which increased from 3'09 lakhs to 2'34 lakhs dur¬ 
ing 1935—44 have gone up to 2'77 lakhs in 1951, The cows and female buffaloes in milk 
per 1,000 of human population were 21 and 59 respectively owing to the poor milk yield; 
the share of milk per head is only a few ounces per day. 

The number of sheep which had been almost stationary at about C4 thoasand during 
1920—30 has gone down to 19 thousand in 1951 apparoiitl'y owing to shortage of pa.sture. 
Goats have been going down in number since 1935 when they wore over 1'08 lakhs. Their 
. number in 1951 was 50,173, the reduction during 1944—^51 alone being 40' 9 per cent. 

Horses and ponies also are declining in numbor. Donkeys during tho same 
period were increased to about 20,000. 

Poultry has shown slight rise since 1944 from about 30 thousands to 33 thousands.

11. The district has 1,746 villages and IS towns. Out of about 15" 44 lakhs of people 
who were counted at the census of 1951, 12* 5i lakhs were found in the villages and 2* 90 
lakhs in the towns i.e,, there are as many as 812 people per 1,000 of population live in 
rural areas and 188 in towns, The corresponding figures for the State as a whole are : rural 
864, urban 136. 

The rural population per inhabited village works out to 718. Nearly half the number 
of villages comprise of a single compact site while the remaining have hamlets attached 
to them. The total number of hamlets in the district is 3,078. The population per hamlet 
is only 407. The medium sized village with inhabitants numbering between 500 to 2,000 — 
is the dominant type in the district. Of the rural j)opulatioii 61* 2 per cent, live in such 
villages, 19* 3 per cent, in small villages of |)opulation under 500, 19* 1 per cent, hi large 
villages of a population between 2,000—5,000 and only 0* 4 per cent, in villages of popu¬ 
lation over 5,000. 

Towns vary in number of hihabitaiits even more widely than villages. Aligarh city 
has a population of 141,618, i.e., 48*9 per cent, of the urban population of the district and 
19* 6 per cent, of it lives in Hathras city. Only 12* 7 per cent, of the urban population 
lives in towns of poi3ulation under 5,000 (viz. Purdilnagar, Pilkhana, Sasni, Haiduaganj, 
Mursan, Jattari, Chharra, Bijaigarh, Beswan and Hasayan); and the remaining 18*8 jier cent, 
of the population lives in towns of population between 5,000 and 20,000 (viz. Kauriaganj, 
Mendu, Atrauli, Sikandra Rao, Jalali and Khair). It is significant to note that Aligarh city 
has recorded an increase of 25* 7 per cent, in 1911—51. The increase in its population since 
1921 has been 111*5 per cent. Hathras city has shown increase of 20’ 5 per cent, since 
1941 and of 46* 1 per cent, jduring 1921—51. The towns of Atrauli, Sikandra Rao, Pilkhana, 
Harduagaiij, Mursan, Bijaigarh, Beswan and Hasayan appear^ to be declining. {Vide 
Tables A-lil and A-IV) 

12. Out of the total population of 1,543,506 (rural 1,253,988, urban 289,518) 602,244 
(rural 348,117, urban 251,127) or 39 0 per cent, dei^eiid on non-agricultural occupations. 
The following table gives the distribution of 100 persons of the total, rural and urban popu¬ 
lation of the district and also of Aligarh and Hathras cities under the diFferent livelihood 
clas.ses!

This district is one of the less agricultural districts of the State. Here only 61’ 0 per 
cent, of people depend on agriculture as against 74' 2 per cent, in the whole State. 

Of the total population of the district 1,013,704 persons (males 346,928, females 
066^776) or 65- 7 per cent, have been classified as non-earning dependants. The percentage 
of non-earning dependants in the agricultural population works out to 66' 2 and that among 
the non-agricultural classes as 64' 8. It will be observed that in the main they consist 
of women. The nmle non-earning dependants are mostly children. 35,631 persons (males 
17,138, females 18,393) or 2- 3 per cent, of the population are earning dependants. 
the agriculturists their proportion is 2-31 per cent, and among the non-agriculturists 2' 29 
per cent. The remaining 494,271 persons (males 467,067, females 27,204) or 32* O per cent, 
of the population consists of self-supporting persons. Of the self-supporting persons 
296,315 (males 288,756, females 7,659) belong to agricultural classes and 197,956 (males 
178,311, females 19,645) to the non-agricultural classes. On an average self-supporting 
pbraon maintains two non-earning dependants. 

Of the 197,956 persons belonging to the non-agricultural classes 3,344 persons (iwal 
1,901, urban 1,443) earn their hvelihood from non-productive sources. Of the remaining 
194,612 self-^supportmg person's (rural 117,991, uihan 76,621) 4,896 (rural 426, urban 4,471) 
or 2- 5 per cent, are employers, 41,881 (rural 14,057, urban 27,824) or 2L 5 per cent, are 
employees and 147,835 persons (rural lOS,509, urban 44,326) or 76 0 per cent, are independent 
workers. '

Among the large scale industries of the district the piincipalare cotton mills, <jottou 
ginning and pressing, oil mills and enamelling. Among the cottage uidustrics tlie prin¬ 
cipal are handloom cloth weaving (cotton), leather tanning, cotton carpets, oalioo printing, 
brass and copper wares, locks, steel trunks, iron safes, vioorulJuis and cMks and rubber goods. 

13. In the district the proportion of population depending on agriculture for tluur 
livelihood was 60-8* per cent, in 1961. The unfortunate fact is that the agricultural Jicpu- 
lation had been increasing ever since 1901 when the figure stood at 4G‘ 3 per c(snt. It Avas 
55- 8 per cent, in 1911 and 60’ 9 per cent, in 1921. The speed of the prooe.ss now seems to 
have been arrested. But the actual number of persons who depend on agriculture has 
increased to 938,638 in 1951 from 646,250 in 1921 or by 45'2 per cent, while the cultivated 
area has remained almost unchanged. This has resulted in the progressive fragiucutation 
and sub-division of holdings and increased pressure on impoverished soil. There also a])poars 
to have been a gradual decline in village arts and handicrafts. The cumulative lusult is 
a fall in the proportion of workers in the total population. In 1951 it was only 34- 3 per 
cent, (agricultural 20- 4 per cent., non-agricultural 13" 9 per cent.) against 42' 8 per cent, 
(agricultural 23'8 per cent., non-agricultural 19'0 per cent.) in 1921. • Tho proportion of 
non-earning dependants has consequently increased from 57' 2 per cent, (agricultural 
37- 1 per cent., non-agricultural 20- 1 per cent.) in 1921 to 65' 7 per cent, (agricultural 40- 4 
per cent., non-agrioultural 25' 3 per cent.) in 1951. All this is an index of tho iucroasing 
unemployment and under-employment. It is only by a greater diversion of the population 
to cottage and other industries and by providing secondary means of occupation to tho 
agriculturists that the present economy of the district- can be improved, (Vide Tables 
B-I, B-II and B-III) 

14. There were 223,186 occupied houses in the district—182,922 in villages and 40,264 
in towns. That gives an average of 6,855 persons per 1,000 houses or 6- 9 persons’per 
house in the rural areas and 7,190 persons per 1,000 houses or 7' 2 persons X)er house in 
urban areas. There were 298,842 households in the district—243,954 in villages and 04,888 
in towns. That gives an average of 6,136 nersons per 1,000 households or 5' 1 persons’per 

household in rural areas and 5,188 persons 
j)er 1,000 households or 5'2 persons per 
household in the urban areas. The marginal 
table shows the developments in, the size of 
the horisehold since 1921. The rural house¬ 
hold has: ihereased since 1921 and is bigger 
thah the ave state rural household 
(5- 07).

Sons outnumber the daughters of the heads of households. The latter leave the homes 
of their parents after marriage. Female relations (other than daughters) outnumber the 
male relations (other than sons). Such females are generally those who become members 
of these households by marriage. {Vide Tables A-I and C-I) 

15. In the district as a whole the sex-ratio was 857 i.e,, there were 857 females to 
every 1,000 males. It varied among the tehsils. The lowest value was 844 in Iglas tehsil. 
The highest value was 875 in Atrauli tehsil. The ratio in other tehsils was ; Hathras 845, 
Khair 865, Koil 853 and Silcandra Rao 858. 

The sex-ratio is smaller in towns than in villages. For the district as a whole the 
sex-ratio in villages is as high as 863 while that in towns is only 832, The sex-ratio for 
Aligarh city was 812 and for Hathras 835. Male migration to the towns, unaccompanied 
by families, accounts for this. 

The corresponding figure of sex-ratio for the district as a whole was 845 in 1921, 842 
in 1931 and 843 in 1941 against 857 in 1951. The sex-ratio has been rising since 1931.

It will be seen that the population is progressive. .SS* 7 per cent, of the population 
is of ao'o under 15 and only 8' 0 per cent, of it consists of elderly persons. Again, it may 
lie noteid that proportionately larger numbers in the working ages (15—54) are fonnd in 
the urban areas. This is the effect of migration of workers to the towns trom the villages 
many of whom are unaccompanied by their famlies. ( Vida Table C-11) 

17. Out of every 10,000 persons in the district there are 5,378 males and 4,022 females-''^. 
Among them 2,692 males hnd 1,849 females are unmarried. If wo reckon males and 
femal^ together, the unmarried people are 45' 4 per cent, of the population. 

Of the males 50' 0 per cent, were unmarried, 42- 3 per cent, were married and 7- 7 
per cent, were widowed or divorced. Among the females 40- 0 per cent, wei-o unmarried, 
49- 3 per cent, were married and 10- 7 per cent, were widowed or divorced. 

Of the married males 0- 8 per cent, were of ages below 15, 49" 3 per cent.' were of 
15—34, 38'4 per cent, were of ages 35—54 and 11'5 per cent, wore of ages 55 and over. 
Among the married females 3' 5 per cent, were of ages below 15, 62' 0 pei- cent, were of ages 
15—34, 30--2 per cent, were of ages 35—54 and 4- 3 per cent, wore elderly women. 

Marriage is universal. Among males and females aged 35 yeaiw and over only 8- 1 
per cent, of the males and O' 3 per cent, of the females were found unmarried. Most of 
the females are married before they attain the age of 25, Cliild marriage is uol; common. 
Only O' 9 per cent, of the males aged 0—14 and 4' 4 per cent, of tho fomalos of ages 0—14 
were retmiied as man’ied. (Vida Table C-III) 

18. Over 99' 6 per cent, of the people of the district returned Hindi, Hindustani or 
Urdu as their mother-tongue. Among the other mother-tongues spoken tlie main are 
Nepali (O'Ol per cent.), Punjabi (0*22 per cent.), Bengali (0'03 per cent.) and Sindlii (0'02 per 
cent.). Of the 15-44 lakhs of people in the district only 4,977 or O'3 per cent, were bilingual 
(in an Indian language). Those whose mother-tongues are other than Hindi, Hindustani 
or Urdu are generally the migrants who are able to speak any of these as subsidiary language. 
Persons returning Hindi, Hindustani or Urdu as secondary language were 3,(il(! or 72'7 
per cent, of those who w-ere bilingual in some Indian language. (Vida 'J'ablo 1>-]) 

19. Out of 10,000 population of the district the number of people belonging to dif¬ 
ferent religions is : Hindus 8,693, Muslims 1,916, Sikhs 54, Christians 29, .Tains 22 and 
others 6; of 10,000 population in villages the numbers are: Hindus 9,102, Muslims 824, 
Sikhs 45, Christians 18, Jains 6 and others 5, and of 10,000 population in towns tlio numbers 
are : Hindus 6,921, Muslims 2,806, Sikhs 94, Christians 80, Jains 88 and others 11. Muslims, 
Sikhs and Christians are generally concentrated in the itrhan areas of tho district as is 
the case with the other parts of the State. 

There are 257 thousand Scheduled Castes in the district. Their numbor j)6r 10,000 
of population works out to 1,662. In villages they are 1,805 for every 10,000 and in the 
towns their number per 10,000 is only 1,042. In the district there are 67 Anglo-Indiairs 
who are mostly concentrated in the urban areas. {Vida Table,s D-II and D-III) 

20. The number of displaced persons in the district at the census was 9,880 (males 
5,352, females 4,528). Most of them have settled in the towns. Of them 92' 2 per cent, 
have come from West Pakistan, 0,' 5 per cent, from Bast Pakistan and 7' 3 per cent, from 
areas which could not be traced. (Fide Table D-V) 

21. The percentage of male literacy , in 1951 was 21' 3 in the district while that of 
female literacy was 4'9 only, As compared to this the percentage of literates in 1931 
was 9'8; among females the percentage of literates in 1931 was 1*21. On January 1, 1951, 
there were 610 primary schools in the district with enrolment of 57,030. {Vida Table D-VII)

specially supplied by District Inspector of Schools. 

2. The census data presented here has been derived from the census slips by a pro¬ 
cess of sorting, compilation and tabulation. In previous censuses the slips were first sorted 
by religion and this division was maintained throughout so that all data was cross-tabulated 
by religion. This procedure has been abandoned at this census and substituted by a division 
based on economic characteristics of the population. The whole population has been divided 
into eight livelihood classes, four of which are of the agricultural category and four of non- 
agricultural category as follows : 

Agricultural Classes — 

I—Cultivators of land wholly or mainly owned ; and their dependants 

II—Cultivators of land wholly or mainly unowned; and their dependants 

III— Cultivating labourers ; and their dependants 

IV— ^Non-cultivating owners of land ; agricultural rent receivers ; and their 

dependants 

Non-agricultural Glasses — 

V—^Production (other than cultivation) 

VI— Commerce 

VII— Transport 

VIII—Other services and miscellaneous sources 

Another special feature of the sorbing of this census was the separation, from the 
very start, of slips of displaced persons and of a ID per cent, random sample from the re¬ 
mainder. This has enabled the data of displaced persons to be presented separately 
while the 10 per cent, sample has been utilized for the preparation of Age Tables. 

The slips of this census have been copied by Households into a National Register 
of Citizens, which has been prepared village-wise for rural areas and mohalla/ward-wise 
for urban areas. Table C-I is based on a 4 per cent, sample extracted from this register. 

3. The slips were first sorted by villages for the preparation of the Primary Census 
Abstract. For the purpose of further sorting the State was divided into tracts consi sting 
of {a) rural tracts^ comprising the rural population of each tehsil, {b)u7'ban city tracts, 
comprising the population of areas which had been declared as citiep, (c) urban non-city tracts^ 
comprising the population of urban areas of a district excluding areas declared as cities. 
Each tract was treated as a unit for sorting of slips. All data were compiled first by bracts 
and then by districts. This volume presents the tract-wise data for one, district (with the 
exception of A and B Tables, which have been presented tehsil-wise) while the district-wise 
data for the whole State is contained in the following State volumes : 

Part I-B—Subsidiary Tables 
Partll-A—General Population Tables 
Part II-B—Economic Tables 
PartILC—^Age and Social Tables 

4. Detailed explanatory notes are appended to each State table in the printed volumes 
of State tables. They apply to the tables in this volume also and should be referred to when 
necessary. A few notes of some of the tables are reproduced below : 

Table A-I —Column 5 relating to “hamlets” has been mtroduced for the first time. 
Any distinctive cluster or agglomeration of houses has been treated as a “ hamlet 

A clear distinction has been made in this census between a “ House” and a “ Household 
A house is any human dwelling having a separate main entrance while a household is any 
commensal unit living in a census house. In previous censuses the figures under “ Occupied 
Houses'’used to be that of households, while the figures under columns 7—9 of the 
present tables refer to occupied census houses as distinct from households. 

The Ec>on 07 mc Tables^The Indian Oensus Economic Classification Scheme, 1951, 
together with the occupational division and sub-division adopted for this census are given 
in Part II-B of the Report. 

Table jB-Z—E ach of the eight livelihood classes mentioned above has been divided into 
three sub-classes, with reference to the economic status, as follows: 

(i) Self-supporting persons; 

(ii) Nomearning dependants; and

These Were defined in the Instimctions to Emimerators as follows : 

“ A V self-supporting person ' is one Who is in receipt of an income and that 
income is sufficient at least for his own maintenance. To be ^self-supporting' a 
person need not be able to support his family. All that is necessary is that he 
should be earning sufficient for his personal needs. For purposes of this question 
the person enumerated is the unit andmot the family or household. Any one who is 
not a 'self-supporting person in this sense is a 'dependant A ' dependant ’ may

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be either an' earning dependant ’ or a ‘non-earning dependant . The test is whether 
he secures a regular (and not casual) income, even though it may be small. Such 
income may be in cash or hind; it may be continuous or seasonal employment. 
When the income which he secures is not sufficient to suppoi’t liim that person is 
an ‘ earning dependant ’. A person who does not earn any income either in cash or 
kind is a ‘non-earning dependant’. Where two or more incmbors of a family 
household Jointly cultivate land and secure an income therefrom, each of them 
should be regarded as earning part of the income. None of them is, tliorel'ore, a 
non-earning dependant. Bach of them should be classed either a ‘self-supporting 
person ’ or an ‘ earning dependant ’ according to the share of income attrilnitahlo 
to each. The same applies to any other business carried on jointly. Tlio share 
of the income is what the head of household deems it to he. This docs not mean 
that every one who works is necessarily a self-siippoi'ting person or ,an earning 
dependant. Thus, for instance, a housewife who cooks for the family, diriiigs 
up the children or manages the household is doing very valuable work. Neverthe¬ 
less, her Economic Status is that of a non-eaniing dependant, if she docs not also 
earn an income, and should be recorded as such.” 


Economically active, Semi-active and Passive persons—All nou-oarniug depimdants 
are economically passive. They include persons jiorforming houue-work or other domestic 
or personal services for other members of the same family hbusehold. But tliey do not 
include ‘‘ unpaid family workers” or persons who take part along with the members of 
the family household in carrying on cultivation or a home industry as a family enterpriso. 

All earning dependants are economically semi-active only. Tliougli they contrilrate 
to the carrying on of economic activities, the magnitude of their individual coutrih utiou is 
deemed to be too small to Justify their description as economically active. (Their contri¬ 
bution to economic activity is, however, taken into account in the tabulation of data based 
on secondary means of livelihood.) 

All self-supporting persons are, ordinarily economically active with the exception 
of the following classes and groups: 

(ct) All self-supporting persons of agidcultural Class IV. 

{b) The following groups of self-supporting persons who are included in non- 
agiieultural Class VIII and derive their principal means of livelihood from miscel¬ 
laneous sources (otherwise than through economic activity): 

(i) Persons living principally on income from non-agrieultural property ; 

^ , (ip Persons living principally on pensions, remittances, scholarships and funds; 

(iii) Inmates of alms-houses and recipients of doles; 

(iv) Beggars and vagrants; and 

(v) All other persons living principally on income derived from non-produc¬ 
tive activities.
